The contract for the 
construction work was awarded to 
Modern Construction of Brooks. 

The Bow Valley Division has 
just completed an extensive re¬ 
pair, program to teacherages and 
schools during the summer mon¬ 
ths: The insulation of all teach¬ 
erages as well as a few schools 
should mean a considerable saving 
in fuel and should also provide 
mucl\ greater comfort to pupils 
and teachers. 

The Lawson school, which has 
been closed for a number of years, 
was opened this year, due to sev¬ 
en pupils in the district desiring 
instruction. 

Through cooperation between 
the Bow Valley School Division 
and the Gleichen School District, 
the pupils in grades IX to XII in 
Gleichen are now attending the 
Central High School in Cluny. Van 
service lias been provided. The 
students are being accomodated in 
Cluny without additional space or 
staff.

Lethbridge Student Awarded 
First $1000 Oil Scholarship 


The Calgary Herald scholarship 
in petroleum and chemical engin¬ 
eering has been awarded to Arthur 
Lawrence Wood, aged 18, of Leth¬ 
bridge, It was announced last week 
by President Robert Newton of 
the University of Alberta. Mr. 
Wood’s application for enrollment 
in the university has been accept¬ 
ed. and lie will begin studies.Sept¬ 
ember 26. 

The $1,0(10 award was made on 
recommendation of the university 
scholarship committee and subse¬ 
quently approved by President 
Newton. Ton applications were 
made for the scholarship, which is 
being offered this year for the 
first time. 

Several applicants had except¬ 
ionally fine matriculation records, 
reported Dean R. M. Hardy of the 
faculty of applied science. Four 
of the applicants received honors 
standing in Grade XII examinat¬ 
ions. ,\ , . 

Mr. Wood Was actually winner 
of two scholarships, having quali¬ 
fied for the University of Alberta 
matriculation award of $600 in ad-

ition to The Herald's scholarship. 
But, since a student may*’not ac¬ 
cept two major scholarships, he 
chose the latter. He also won the 
$50 honors scholarship offered by 
the university for & student mak¬ 
ing an average of more than 85 
per cent. His average -was 86.86 
per cent. 

The 18-yenr^old potential chem¬ 
ical engineer is a native Calgarian 
though his public and high school 
education, with the exception of 
the first two grades was obtained 
in Lethbridge. His scholastic car¬ 
eer has been uniformly brilliant. 
In grade IX he won the Governor 
General’s medal and several local 
scholarships for the highest aver¬ 
age mark In Lethbridge He has 
been particularly Interested In 
chemistry during his high school 
career, and will pursue that course 
w ln university. >

roleum engineering at the provin¬ 
cial university It is valued at 
$1,000, or, should the winner be a 
fromer Herald carrier, $1,100, 

It is paid in yearly instalments 
of $300 for the first year (or $400 
to a former Herald carrier), the 
same amount in th" second year, 
and $200 in each of the third and 
fourth years. 

To quality for thesg^yearly in¬ 
stalments, the wimT^rniust have 
an average standing ior the first 
three years of not less than 75 per 
cent, slightly below first class gen¬ 
eral standing. 

It applies equally to students in 
chemical engineering because the 
courses are much alike, and both 
have a direct bearing on Alberta's 
growing oil industry. 

Until recent years, the provincial 
university and nearly all other 
Canadian universities, concentrat¬ 
ed on other engineering courses. 
The growing importance of the 
petroleum industry created a de¬ 
mand foh men skilled in that line 
of engineering. 

Facilities for this specific study 
were however, limited, and . ob¬ 
tainable only in the United States. 
Now. with the institution of a pet¬ 
roleum engineering course, in 
which chemical engineering plays 
so large a part, young Albertans 
as Mr. Wood will be trained in the 
province to tak" part in a provin¬ 
cial Industry. 

By the time he is approaching 
graduation. Mr. Wood will be ac¬ 
companied at university hv three 
other Herald scholarship winners, 
since it is intended to makF the 
awards annually. 

Help to Britain

The Washington Conference set 
up to find ways and means of n- 
verting an immediate British ec- . 
cnomic crisis, has ended. General 
principals have been establishd. 
Details will be available later. The 
United States once again has been 
extraordinarily generous. In spite 
of a large surplus of wheat In 
their own country they are per¬ 
mitting Britain to use 280 million 
Marshall Fund dollars to purchase 
Canadian wheat. Other measures 
are to be taken by the U.S.A. 
which will be of immediate help 
to Britian. These are all. however, 
stop-gap measures To null through 
for the longtime will still depend 
mainly on Britain's own efforts. 
Britain has been given a breathing 
space; her task is now clear. It is 
that she trust y pro duce more goods 
ot a kind tlmtjteople in the Un¬ 
ited States anjL-CTmada need and 
at prices they ate willing to pay. 
If Britain eftn do that she will pull 
through. If she cannot she Mill 
continue to be in trouble. To ac¬ 
complish these difficult ends Brit¬ 
ain will have to persuade her 
Trade Union meml^rs to work 
more efficiently and to welcome 
more labor-saving machinery, and 
then she must free her manufact¬ 
urers from' the web of inefficient 
bulk-buying and of socialistic wel¬ 
fare measures which most defin¬ 
itely now hamper British indust¬ 
ries.

I did that last year and in do¬ 
ing so was carrying out one of the 
duties for which I am appointed 
as Attendance Officer. I was also 
pointing to a serious weakness in 
many of our towns today. We 
want our children to play games 
well. We want them to participate 
in Sports Meets and expeditions to 
the larger centers. We want them 
to study Dramatics and Dancing 
and Music under private tutors 
and then we want them, to excel 
in school. Sometimes there Just 
isn’t enough time left over for the 
school end and if so It is the one 
which is usually neglected simply 
because that is natural for the 
child when public and parental 
support are plainly behind the 
other items in the list, all of 
which, let me hasten to say are 
good and worthy and all that but 
can fill too large a space in life 
if one follows desire only. 

Now I am asked to issue per¬ 
mits to allow children to. leave 
school during school hours and at¬ 
tend music periods under a priv¬ 
ate teacher down town. It looks 
innicent enough at first until you 
begin to think that the law which 
I am appointed to enforce says t 
•’NO" and until you realize that it 
Involves very definitely in some 
cases, because I have had letters 
specifically saying so. a falsifying

I know of course that I have 
gone into this thing far enough 
by now that it begins to look as 
if I am trying to make the most 
of 4t and everyone will be getting 
a bit impatient. I realize that the 
people who are asking this tiny 
favor of me will be quite astound¬ 
ed to find this mountain whereas 
we set out with a very very small 
mole-hill out I think everyone will 
be fair enough to admit that I 
cannot issue the permit requested 
because: First, it is not my job to. 
regulate the detail of local school 
operation. Second, I cannot sit on 
both sides of the fence with re¬ 
spect to school time and my Job 
says I'm to see the school time is 
not invaded. Thirdly, I can hard¬ 
ly be the school inspector who 
insists that all work In school re¬ 
gisters be such as can be sworn to 
positively and without equivocat¬ 
ion and at the same time condone 
the sending of pupils off the 
school property and into the cust¬ 
ody of another teacher while they 
are being marked present in school. 

I am very sympathetic if the 
situation comes to the point where 
the child's ability to appreciate 
music and to function as a minor 
performer must be sacrificed but 
I hope it Is not that bad a case. 
In tact I’m still hoping that it is 
Just another of these cases where¬ 
in custom nas led us into an un¬ 
necessary abuse of a privilege we 
were quite appreciative of when 
we first go( It.

Mr. J. G. Stothart of the 
Lacombe Station states that these 
are important considerations when, 
economy of production is so closely 
related to the number of strong, 
thrifty pigs weaned. 

! More impbftant than the ques¬ 
tion of Gilt or Sow, is the quality 
- and capacity of the individual fe¬ 
males that malje up the Herd and 
the choice of replacements. Some 
Gilts will out yield certain mat¬ 
ure Sows, and vice-versa, but the 
real problem in developing the 
breeding Herd is to keep only the 
ol#ler Sows which have proved 
themselves .pnd choose Gilts that 
v/iil Improve production in succeed-, 
ing generations Some farmers may 
not have the time or the desire to 
watch feed consumption close en¬ 
ough so that they may be able to 
compare the relative economy of 
different litters, but when we are

in a business we must use busin¬ 
esslike methods and this is one 
place where accurate records will 
prove extremely benefielaL A close 
observation and records are extre¬ 
mely valuable because some pigs 
will be marketed after consuming 
only five to six hundred pounds 
of feed from weaning to market 
weight, while others may require 
eight to nine hundred pounds. 
Such facts would leave no quest¬ 
ion as to the litter from which Gi¬ 
lts should be retained for breed¬ 
ing. The Gilts saved should be of 
good type, and from litters that 
are better than the Herd average 
if improvement is to be expected. 

Sows retained in the Herd should 
be those which have demonstrated 
their ability to produce large 
thrifty litters of easy feeding, high 
quality bacon pigs!

Be Rainless

This fall there is very little 
moisture in the summerfallow 
fields and little, if any, moisture 
in the stubble fields in much of 
southern Alberta. With this con¬ 
dition prevailing, any bare sum¬ 


merfallow fields are like a keg of 


dynamite ready to blow up at the 
slightest disturbance. The stubble 
fields will go into the winter in a 
very moisture absorbent -condition 
If no fall rains are received. The 
farm operator will, therefore, have 
to "wind proof" the bare summer- 
fallow field to prevent drifting 
and he should leave the stubble 
standing erect on the stubbie fields 
to hold as much snow as possible. 

To prevent soil from drifting on 
bare fields, listing at right angles 
to the prevailing winds is the only 
safe method on sandy soils or clay 
soils. Listing is preferred to plow¬ 
ing on the medium textured -soils 
such as loams and slit loams, by 
many farmers. Listing can be done 
by equipping the cultivator with 
lister shovels. Only three or four 
shovels are required for the av¬ 
erage sized cultivator because the 
listing furrows should be spaced 
four feet apart. The one-way disk 
can be converted into a lister by 
removing every fourth disk. 

Like last year the stubble fields 
may go into the winter with very 
little moisture, consequently there 
will be no frozen layer formed just 
below the soil surface. The soil 
will absorb most of the moisture 
from the melting snow next spring 
so It is very important to hold as 
much snow on the stubble fields 
by leaving the stubble standing 
erect this fall. Fall blading leaves 
the stuoble erect while disking or 
one-way disking or duckfoot cult¬ 
ivating knocks down most of the 
stubble. 

With a dry fall as It has been 
and the possibilities of it remain¬ 
ing a dry fall, the farmer should 
be prepared to keep the soil and 
snow right on his fields this com¬ 
ing winter. „
